SPECIALIZED PARASITES 

A Jew from tender age is trained to be 
a parasite,^ a despoiler, and an exploiter of 
men.

HOW ARE THEY DOING IT? 

The Jews long conspired on the principle 
that through control of the purse they could 
rule the world, but to their sorrow they 
learned that after they had bought control 
in a country, its infuriated king would forci- 
bly eject the unwelcome *' vermin".

That racial differences are not at issue in 
this repeal contest is a transparent pretense.

Family busting will follow— as soon as the 
preachers and the agents train the Whites to 
accept it. 

When Negroes enter a community, their

It is social madness to let loose among civil- 
ized people a rapid-breeding people mentally 
qualified for jiangle life. Indiscrimination in- 
evitably debases the better human types. 

Most Negroes of distinction are mulattoes 
more white than black. ^ When next you read 
a news item of a "Negro" appointed to high 
office, illustrated with his picture, see for 
yourself. 

Don't let the Christian preachers and the 
Communist agents train you to feel guilty of 
the crimes of your ancestors, to feel respon- 
sible for the slave trade and slavery.

The social program of the the National 
Council of Churches and that of the Commu- 
nist Party are now largely the same.

The preachers have 
adopted numerous social policies first advo- 
cated by the agents. The churches of these 
preachers pay no taxes to help support the 
welfare relief load which a colored invasion 
increases, and yet they favor forcing integra- 
tion by Rumford Acts and by busing white 
children into Negro areas to balance the races.

If not checked, the unwed colored mothers 
on relief will soon produce a permanent im- 
balance — until the Whites are absorbed. 

Not Only Treatment But the Quelity 
Of the Treated Is a Factor 

A characteristic of the body of a parent 
acquired through use, such as strength of arm 
or education of the brain, is not inherited by 
offspring. There is no mechanism for the 
transmission through the genes of an environ- 
mentally produced modification of a part of 
the body of the parent to the same part of 
the body of the child. An educated brain does 
not send a picture of itself or telephone in- 
structions to the gene stream for reproduc- 
tion in the next generation. 

Education alone, therefore, cannot increase 
the capacity of the Negro to be educated for 
moral and intellectual achievement. Strict 
selection of the more intelligent as parents 
through a thousand generations would be re- 
quired to change the Negro brain to equal 
that of the white man. 

Heredity determines capacity for culture; 
culture has no effect on heredity. 

A good man may carry bad seed. That 



there is no bad seed, that seeds of the individ- 
uals of a species are all equal is a Communisft 
dogma, known as Lysenkoism, which the pro- 
Rumford Act Christian preachers, though 
they may deny in words, accept in practice. 
They lead their followers via taxation to sub- 
sidize the more rapid reproduction of colored 
people. 

Whoever believes that the different races 
are equal should compare Europe with Africa, 
and the parts of Africa where Europeans are 
or have been in control with the areas where 
there are no Europeans. 

Equality for unequal achievement is injus- 
tice. 

If religion is whatever prevents the free 
exercise of the intellect, racial equality (blind 
brotherhoodism) is today the world religion, 
and telling the truth of racial differences is 
the supreme blasphemy. 

If the levelers, the anti-discriminators, are 
not defeated, they will destroy quality. Under 
the leadership of the pro-Rumford Christian 
preachers and Communist agents, the white 
race cannot be saved from absorption by 
the already more numerous and more rapid- 
breeding colored masses. 

Most of the Whites campaigning against 
repeal of the Rumford Act, against Proposi- 
tion 14, live in segregated areas; when Ne- 
groes move in, they move out, hypocritically 
shouting as they run, *' Justice I'*, "Human- 
ity!", and "Decency!", and "Down with 
Hate, Bigotry, and Bias!".

On May 19, 1965^ a source stated that the 
National Renaissance Party (NRP) is an anti-Semitic^ 
anti-Christian, anti-Negro, and neo-Pascist organization 
with activities generally confined to the New York City 
area. It was founded in 19^9 by James H. "Madole, who 
is in complete control of the Party. The Party's main 
function is distribution of the "National Renaissance 
Bulletin" on a bi-monthly basis and distribution of pro- 
Arab literature obtained from official Arab establishments 
in New York City. 

The source further stated that the headquarters 
for the NRP is located in the residence of James H- Madole 
at 10 West 90th Street, New York City. 

Oh March 4, 1965^ Robert Joseph Burros, 215 
First Street, Newburgh, New York, advised that he is the 
National Secretary of the NRP and as such is second in 
commend to James H* Madole, National Director. Mr. Burros 
stated that the NRP is a fascist organization but that it 
operates openly. He stated that the NRP advocates the use 
of the ballot in order to win a national election and take 
over the government. If the NRP should gain power it would 
then proceed to change the constitution in a legal way in 
order to give it the right to use militant means in dealing 
with those who would seek to overthrow this democracy such 
as the Communist Party. 

The Un-American Activities Committee of the United 
States House of Representatives in a Preliminary Report 
dated December 17, 195^^ stated that NRP activity and 
propaganda are clearly subversive and un-American. 

On September 29, 1964, a second source advised 
that on July l6, 1964, James H. Madole, National Director 
of the NRP, was sentenced to two years in jail following 
his conviction on a charge of riot. 
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NATIONAL RENAISSANCE PARTY 

Subsequent to July 16, 1964, all activities of 
the NRP appeared to have been suspended. As of September 29, 
1964, James H. Madole was free on bail pending an appeal 
on his conviction and sentencing on July l6, 1964. This 
source advised that the NRP would not be reactivated by 
Madole who feared that such reactivation might Jeopardize 
his appeal.

6:30 p.m.. to 9:30 p.m. This demonstration was in protest 
of a political rally for Senator BARRY M. GOLDWATER, vfhich 
was to be held that date at Madison Square Garden, 50th 
Street, and Eighth Avenue, New York, New York. The 
demonstrators carried placards identifying themselves as 
affiliated with the Downtown, Queens College, City College 
of New York, New York City, Bronx Chapter of the Congress 
of Racial Equality (CORE), in addition, some of the 
demonstrators distributed literature and carried signe 
showing their affiliation with the W.E.B. Du Bois Clubs 
of America, incorporated, and Youth Against war and Fascism 
(yawp). Placards carried by these demonstrators called 
for the defeat of GOLDWATER in the Presidential Election* 

Ihe W^E.B.' Du Bois Clubs of America, Incorporated, 
and the YAWP are characterized in the 
appendix. 

At the above- demonstration from 7:45 p.m. to 
8:15 p.m., JAMES MADOLE, Leader, of the NRP, together with 
six other individimls distributed pro-GOLDWATER literature 
bearing the NRP name and the address .10 West 90th Street, 
New York, New York. This literature was distributed at the 
corner of 49th Street and Eighth Avenue. 
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A confidential source furnished leaf lets vjhich 
had been passed out by the NRP demonstrators at the above- 
mentioned demonstration. One leaflet was captioned 
'* To Hell NOW with the Cursed Gder-Neisse Line, My Dear 
Nasser", This pamphlet states that at the termination of 
World Warn, America should have invited to our shores the 
thousands of skilled German scientists. Instead, we 
allowed ourselves to be swayed by the Jewish gospel to 
hate everything German ajid, consequently, the best 
scientific minds of Genuany were forced into the arms of 
our mortal enemy, the Soviet union, in addition, 600 
German scientists have been forced into exile in Cairo, Egypt 
.®5ct by virtue of the friendship existing between the 
various Asiatic powersy they have now contributed to the 
building of ah atomic bomb by Red china. 

A second NRP pamphlet distributed was captioned 
"Urgent Appeal". This pamphlet 'urged some civil rights 
for white Christians in America. It also urged a vote 
for the GOLDWATER - MILLER ticket in November and support 
for Mr. PAOLUCCI f bi^ the united States Senate on the 
Conservative party Ticket, since ROBERT KENNEDY and 
KENNETH KEATING appeared to be running for a seat in the 
Israeli Knesset, rather than the the United States 
Senate.

Beginning in January ;, 1965 > the New York Office 
of the FBI had been in receipt of a large volTome of mail 
which came direct from individuals as well as ly referral 
from the united states post office. In all instances^ 
these letters forwarded literature which had been 
received lonsoliclted and which, in most but not all cases, 
contaiii0tj«» return address of JAMES MADOLE, 10 West 90th 
Street, New York, New York* 

The individuals forwarding the above literature 
expressed indignation and requested that the mailing of such 
literature be stopped by the post office. The. individuals 
who registered a complaint with the post office were advised 
that it was regretted the mails are used from time to time 
for the dissemination of matter critical of religions, 
races, and political views, however, there was no 
violation involved mder current postal laws, particularly 
when sent linder cover of envelopes with nothing derogatory 
appearing on the outside thereof. 

The above letters were all postmarked in New 
York City, and were mailed to various sections of the country 
to college students, educators, business executives and 
politicans. The literature enclosed in these letters in 
described below: 

1. A seven page pamphlet captioned "Who is 
the Real Enemy?", which is self -ideritlfleci as a publication 
of the NRP. According to this pamphlet, the Jews strive for 
complete control of the press, radio,- motion picture and 
television industries so that they can bring about complete 
enslavement of the white race. The pamphlet states that 
4;f. "white gentiles are to save themselves from being herded 
to the slaughter like docile sheep, the time is long overdue 
to organize against our real enemy". The pamphlet goes on 
to state that if t^e do not recognize- the Jew as our enemy 
"our race of people will disappear from the earth".

2. A one page leaflet captioned "Youth 
Movements", which is self-identified as a publication of 
the NRP. This leaflet states that all youth movements 
calling for the mixing of Negro and white children 
which are established by Jewish, Christian, political and 
labor organizations, are for thepurpose of destroying 
"the civilized world for Communism by mating your white 
innocent with the loathsome Negro". 

3.. A two pajge leaflet captioned," Christian 
Preachers and Communist AigentSe oppose ; the Repeal of the 
Rumford Act", which is self-described as a publication of the 
NRP. This leaflet deals with the Rumford Act, which outlaws 
discrimination in^ the sale or rental of houses and apartments 
in the state of California. This leaflet states that to 
claim that racial differences are not at issue in this repeal 
contest is a transparent pretense* The Rumford Act makes 
block busting easy 'for imdesirable types and once they 
gain entrance, property values sharply decline. This 
leaflet further states that it is social madness to let 
loose among civilized people a rapid-breeding people mentally 
qualified for Jungle life, indiscrimination inevitably 
defaces the better h\;iman types. 

4. One page leaflet captioned, "integration", which 
is self-identified as a publication of the National States 
Rights party (NSRP). This leaflet contains pictures of a 
Mr. and Mrs. MACINTOSH and their child as an example of 
racial intermarriage which produced a mongrel child. This 
leaflet states that "Integration, degeneration, mongrelization^ 
call it what you will, is thj^^deliberately forced social 
association of white people/racially inferior Negroes the 
purpose of which is racial intermarriage and -the production 
of a race of simple minded, docile mulattoes who will be 
obedient to their Jewish masters.

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5» A one page leaflet which Is captioned, ^^ 
"communist Party behind Race MlxlngV^ which is self- ^.J^-^^--*^ 
identified as a publication of th^^rJ^sjb^ianJS^Q.ul^^ 
This leaf let bears the slogan ^'Conun^HTsm is Jewish'*. This 
leaflet states that only the christian young men of this 
nation can save it from th^ Jew - commimist conspiracy. 
Prepare yourselves for this battle for CHRIST, when the 
CHRIST hating Jews unleash their Red Commimist hordes 
upon us. 

On May 10> I965, NY T-1 furnished a copy of the 
"National Renaissance Bulletin", Volxome I6, Numbers 1-2, 
dated January - February, 1965, which is self -described as the 
official publication of the NRP. This 12 page bulletin 
contains a f eatxare article by JAMES MADOLE entitled, 
"Will Asiatic Hordes Submerge the Light of Western civilization?" 

The above article states that the twilight of 
Western civilization is fast approaching as one billion 
Asiatics and Africans gird themselves for world conquest of 
the white race. Althoujgh this war draws closer, our i-lberal 
and Jewish "leadership" in Washington, London, Tel Aviv and 
Bonn does not, allow us to think, much less to speak or act, 
in terms of race. This article states that the American 
people must form a United White Alliance in opposition to the 
ocaored hordes of Asia and Africa and cast off the mental 
yoke of Jewish thinking skillfully imposed on their mindjs 
by captive political, clerical and labor czars as well as 
the commxinications media of the United States. 

On October 15, 1965> NY T^l furnished a copy of the

February, 1965> issue of the "National Renaissance Bulletin", 
m addition, there is an article captioned^ "Canadian 
Government Seeks to Sui^fKressthe National Renaissance Party. " 
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This article alleges that the NRP has been prohibited from 
mailing its literature to Canada, because the January - 
February, 1965^ issue of the "National Renaissance 
Bulletin" attacked WINSTON CHURCHILL. This article states 
that the NRP, is attempting to obtain a Canadian lawyer 
and will continue the fight to use the Canadian mails, 

NY T-1 advised on January 28, I966, that there 
have been only the two above described issues of the 
"National Renaissance Bulletin" distributed during the 
calendar year 1965, 

At the July 15, 1965^ NRP meeting, MADOLE annoxmced 
that he has been barred by the Canadian Government from sending 
NRP literature to Canada.

10, 1964, of inciting a riot In connection with a civil 
rights demonstration last July 14, I963* At this civil 
rights demonstration, Negroes were picketing a diner 
because of alleged racial discriminatory practices, when 
two of the eight defendents complained to the police that 
the demonstrators had damaged their station wagon, detective 
who investigated fo\in<^ cross-bow, gions and knives in the 
vehicle, A disorder involving the pickets and the eight 
defendents resulted in riot charges against the eight men. 
During the trial, the police testified that the group sought 
to incite to violence the Negroes who were demonstrating^ 
and to use the weapons in the station wagon against the 
pickets had not the police acted.

GREATER NEW YORK L A BOR PRESS CLUB 

A source advised on December 6, 1962, that the 
Greater New York Prers Club (GNYPC) was frrvned during 
Febru?.ry, I961., by lOUIS WEINSTOCK, when he was General 
Manager of "Tho Worker," by obtaining Tnerr;bers who would 
contribute funds, subBcribe to and work for "The Worker," 
and also to hold social and cultural affairs. 

The source r.:tated that in the Spring of 1962 JAMES 
LUSTICt was Business Manager of "The Worker'." LUSTXG annomced 
at a press club -meeting at Adelphi Hall, New York City, held 
on April 26, I962, the formation of a new press club knovrn as 
the "City Press Club Executive Board" (CPCEB). The purpose 
of this new club was to coordinate the work of all the borough 
press clubs in the New York City area; to strengthen the work 
of the press clubs; to organize new press clubs; and to draw 
in people whov^ere not tnetnbers of the Co!ntnuni^:-t Party, United 
States of America (CPUSA). The source stated that the basic 
purpose was to raise funds for "The V/orker" and increase the 
circulation of that publication. Persons not members of the 
CPUSA could be members of the new club, but leadership in the 
club was limited to members of the CPUSA. The name of the 
CPCEB was later changed to "Greater City Press Club" (GGPC), 
which club became the successor of the GNYPC. 

The source continued that in July, 1962, LOUIS 
WEINSTOCK again became General Manager of "The Worker" and 
the GCPC again became known as the "Greater New York Press 
Club" and was commonly referred to as the Greater New York 
Readers' Club, Greater New York Readers' Clubs, Greater 
New York Readers' Conference, Greater City Press Club, and 
the City Press Club by personnel responsible for preparation 
of notices and literature regarding meetings and activities 
of the clubs. The source advised at that time that the GNYPC 
had no office or headquarters and used the mailing address of 
"The Worker," 23 West 26th Street, New York City. 

"The Worker" is an east coast Communist newspaper. 

A second source advised on August 15^ 1962, that 
the Greater New York Readers' Club was formerly known as 
the "Three Boro Readers' Club." 
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GREATER NEW YORK LABOR PRESS CLUB 



The first source advised on May 28, 19633 that 
the GNYPC holds no membership meetings and that the officers 
had ceased to function for the GNYPC • The source advised 
that LOUIS WEINSTOCK was responsible for Aslng the name of 
the GNYPC in conjunction with the activltiips of the Readers' 
Conferences at "Worker" functions. The organization of the 
GNYPC no longer functions. \ 

The first source advised on April 21, 1964, that 
on March 31, 1964, about 50 members of the CRUSA met at the 
Hotel Woodstock, 12? West 43rd Street, New YoVk City. At 
this meeting JOE BRANDT, the Business Manager yf "The Worker',* 
advised that after consultation with the Editoijial Board 
and other officials of "The Worker," it was decided to 
rebuild the GNYPC and to rename it the Greater tiew York 
Labor Press Club (GNYLPC). Those present at th^ meeting, 
without a dissenting vote, approved this decision, 

A third source advised on April 29, 1964, that on 
the same date ERIC BERT, the Managing Editor of *!The Worker," 
said that the GNYLPC is a group of individuals who, as 
volunteers, help support "The Worker" and aid in its 
distribution and circulation. ] \

A fourth source advised on March 18, 1965, that 
on March 17, 1965, at a meeting of the GNYLPC held at the 
Hotel Woodstock, JOE BRANDT said that the main, purpose of 
the GNYLPC is to increase and build a greater circulation 
for "The Worker."

NATIONAL RENAISSANCE PARTY 

On May 19^ 1965^ a source stated that the 
National Renaissance Party (NRP) is an anti-Semitic, 
anti-Christian, anti-Negro, and neo-Pascist organization 
with activities generally confined to the New York City 
area. It *as founded in 19^9 by James H, Madole, who 
is in complete control of the Party. The Party's main 
function is distribution of the "National Renaissance 
Bulletin" on a bi-monthly basis and distribution of pro- 
Arab literature obtained from official Arab establishments 
in New York City* 

The source further stated that the headquarters 
for the NRP is located in the residence of James H. Madole 
at 10 West 90th Street, New York City. 

On March 4, 1965, Robert Joseph Burros, 215 
First Street, Newburgh, New York, advised that he is the 
National Secretary of the NRP and as such is second in 
command to James H, Madole, National Director, Mr. Burros 
stated that the NRP is a fascist organization but that it 
operates openly. He stated that the NRP advocates the use 
of the ballot in order to win a national election and take 
over the government. If the NRP should gain power it would 
then proceed to change the constitution in a legal way in 
order to give it the right to use militant means in dealing 
with those who would seek to overthrow this democracy such 
as the Communist Party. 

The Un-American Activities Committee of the United 
States House of Representatives in a Preliminary Report 
dated December 17, 195^^ stated that NRP activity and 
propaganda are clearly subversive and un-American. 

On September 29> 1964, a second source advised 
that on July I6, 1964, James H. Madole, National Director 
of the NRP, was sentenced to two years in jail following 
his conviction on a charge of riot. 
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NATIONAL RENAISSANCE PARTY 

Subsequent to July l6, 1964, all activities of 
the NRP appeared to have been suspended. As of September 29, 
1964, James H. Madole was free on bail pending an appeal 
on his conviction and sentencing on July l6, 1964. This 
source advised that the NRP would not be reactivated by 
Madole who feared that such reactivation might Jeopardize 
his appeal. 

On May l8, 1965^ I 1 Bureau b7c 

of Special Services, New York City Police Department, advised 
that on May 15^ 1965^ he had been informed by James H. 
Madole that his appeal would be heard sometime in early 
September, I965. Madole further stated future activities 
of the NRP. would depend on the outcome of that appeal. 
Should he win his appeal, Madole stated there could be 
an expected Increase in NRP activities. Should he lose, 
there will not be any activity since he will be sent to jail. 
Madole stated there will be no real NRP activity until 
the status of his appeal is determined in September^ 1965. 
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W,E>B, DU BOIS CLUBS OF AMERICA 

A source has advised that on Octoter 26-27^ 19^3^ 
a conference of memters of the Communist Party (CP), including 
national functionaries^ met in Chicago^ Illinois ^ for the 
purpose of setting in motion forces for the estatlishment of 
a new national Marxist -oriented youth organization i^jhich would 
hunt for the most peaceful transition to socialism. The 
delegates to this meeting were cautioned against the germ of 
anti-Soviet and anti-CP ideologies. These delegates were 
also told that it would te reasonable to assume that the 
young socialists attracted into this new organization would 
eventually pass into the CP itself. 

A second conference of over 20 persons met in 
Chicago on December 28-29^, 1963^ for the purpose of initiating 
a "call" to the new youth organization and planning for a 
founding convention to te held in June, 1964. 

A second source has advised that the founding 
convention for the new youth organization was held from 
June 19-21, 19^4, at 150 Golden Gate Avenue, San Francisco, 
California, at which time the name W,E.B. Du Bois Cluts of 
America (DCA) was adopted. Approximately 500 delegates from 
throughout the United States attended this convention^ The 
aims of this organization, as set forth in the preamlrle to the 
constitution, are, "It is our belief that this nation can best 
solve its problems in an atmosphere of peaceful coexistence, 
complete disarmament and true freedom for all peoples of the 
world, and that these solutions will be reached mainly through 
the united efforts of all democratic elements in our country, 
composed essentially of the working people allied in the unity 
of Negroes and other minorities with whites. We further 
fully recognize that the greatest threat to American democracy 
comes from the racist and right wing forces in coalition with 
the most reactionary sections of the economic power structure, 
using the tool of ant i- Communism to divide and destroy the 
unified struggle of the working people. As young people in 
the forces struggling for democracy, we shall actively strive 
to defeat these reactionary and neo-fascist elements and to 
achieve complete freedom and democracy for all Americans, 
thus enabling each individual to freely choose and build 
the society he would wish to live in. Through these struggles 
we feel the American people will realize the viability of the 
socialist alternative."

The first source advised on March 29^ 1965^ that 
the YAWF maintains an office in Room 12l4, 1123 Broadway^ 
New York City^, and publishes a magazine called "The Partisan."

On May 19, 1965,^ a source stated that the 
National Renaissance Party (NRP) is an anti-Semitic, 
anti-Christian, anti-Negro, and neo-Fascist organization 
with activities generally confined to the New York City 
area. It was founded in 19^9 by James H. Madole, who, 
is in complete control of the Party. The Party's main 
function is distribution of the "National Renaissance 
Bulletin" on a bi-monthly basis and distribution of, pro- 
Arab literature obtained from official Arab establishments 
in New York City. 

The source further stated that the headquarters 
for the NRP is located in the residence of James H. Madole 
at 10 West 90th Street, New York City. 

. On March 4, 1965^ Robert Joseph Burros, 215 
First Street, Newburgh, New York, advised that he is the 
National Secretary of the NRP and as such is second in 
command to James H. Madole, National Director. Mr. Burros 
stated that the NRP is a fascist organization but that it 
operates openly. He stated that the NRP advocates the use 
of the ballot in order to win a national election and take 
over the government. If the NRP should gain power it would 
then proceed to change the constitution in a legal way in 
order to give it the right to use militant means in dealing 
with those who would seek to overthrow this democracy such 
as the Communist Party. 

The Un-American Activities Committee of the United 
States House of Representatives in a Preliminary Report 
dated December 17, 195^, stated that NRP activity and 
propaganda are clearly subversive and un-American. 

On September 29, 1964, a second source advised 
that on July I6, 1964, James H. Madole, National Director 
of the NRP, was sentenced to two years in jail following 
his conviction on a charge of riot.

NATIONAL RENAISSANCE PARTY 

Subsequent to July l6, 1964, all activities of 
the NRP appeared to have been suspended. As of September 29* 
1964, James H» Madole was free on bail pending an appeal 
on his conviction and sentencing on July l6, 1964. This 
source advised that the NRP would not be reactivated by 
Madole who feared that such reactivation might Jeopardize 
his appeal.

his organization, and on July 26, 1965 they 
released Report #7 — "Activities of the 
Ku Klux Klan . ...,'*, based, on hearings 
held on June 16, 1965 at Baton Rouge. 

The Louisiana Gpmmittee found that 
there is no such thing as * 'The Klan." 
According to their report, there are about 
14 different groups using the name ''Klan," 
operating in the. i Southern- and Central 
United States. The Legislative Committee 
investigated the four, , Klan g-roups which 
are active in Louisiana. 

Of these four Louisiana Klan organiza- 
tions, the. largest is known as **The Orig-- 
inal "Knights of the Ku Klux 'klan." The 
head of this lat-ter organization is Murray 
Mai-tin, who furnished the Legislative Com- 
mittee wuth a policy statement containing 
**50 reasons why you should be a member 
of the original Ku Klux Klan." Hei-e are 
a few sample reasons : 

"20. Because it believes that Judaism is 
not the religion of the Bible, but that it is 
a^^^t of principles for the purpose of ele- 
vating the Ghristless Jew beyond the White 
races. 

"40. Because it is unalterably opposed 
to the Zionist Jew progranl. 

*'41. Because it is opposed to the Anti- 
Defamation League in all respects. 

"42. Because it knows the United Na- 
tions Charter has usurped the Constitution 
of these United States, and we are trying 
to get the United States out of the U.N." 

Tlie three other Louisiana Klan organ- 
izations are kno^vn as The United Klans of 
America, Inc., The Louisiana Ku Klux 
Klan^aTnd The Original Ku Klux Klan of 
America, Inc., led by Houston Morris. Mr. 
Morris submitted a policy statement to the 
Louisiana Legislative Committee which 
said in i^art: 

**The Original Ku Klux Klan is not and 
never has been the enemy of the Negro 
people. However, it does oppose and will 
continue to oppose all so-called Negro 'civii 
rights' organizations. Communists, and all 
others who sow the seeds of discontent 
throughout our great Nation, pitting one 
race against the other, attempting to moii- 
grelize the races ... 

'^The 'White race has alw^ays been the 
only true friend to the Negro in America, 
but they are now being misled by the wild 
promises of the Zionist Jew who know that 
these promises can never be fulfilled, but 
are using the passions of the Negro as a 
tool for their own enrichment. 

"The Original KiiKlux Klan alw^ays has 
been and alwrays shall be opposed to Com- 
munism in all its forms ... 

"No Zionist Je'wr may ever obtain mem- 
bership in the Original Ku Klux Klan of 
America because we accept only those who 
profess and practice the tenets of -Chris- 
tianity*. Christ is the Klansman's criterion

APPENDIX 

NATIONAL RENAISSANCE PARTY 

On May 19, 1965, a source stated that the 
National Renaissance Party (NRP) Is an anti-Semitic, 
anti-Christian, anti-Negro, and neo-Fascist organization 
with activities generally confined to the New York City 
area. It Was founded in 19^9 by James H. Madole, who 
is in complete control of the Party. The Party's main 
function is distribution of the "National Renaissance 
Bulletin" on a bi-monthly basis and distribution of pro- 
Arab literature obtained from official Arab establishments 
in New York City, 

The source further stated that the headquarters 
for the NRP is located in the residence of James H. Madole^ 
at 10 West 90th Street, New York City, 

On March 4, 1965^ Robert Joseph Burros, 215 
First Street, Newburgh, New York, advised that he is the 
National Secretary of the NRP and as such is second in 
command to James H, Madole, National Director. Mr. Burros 
stated that the NRP is a fascist organization but that it 
operates openly. He stated that the NRP advocates the use 
of the ballot in order to win a national election and take 
over the government. If the NRP should gain power it would 
then proceed to change the constitution in a legal way in 
order to give it the right to use militant means in dealing 
with those who would seek to overthrow this democracy such 
as the Communist Party. 

The Un-American Activities Committee of the United 
States House of Representatives in a Preliminary Report 
dated December 17 jr 195^^ stated that NRP activity and 
propaganda are clearly subversive and un-American. 

On September 29, 1964, a second source advised 
that on July 16, 1964, James H, Madole, National Director 
of the NRP, was sentenced to two years in Jail following 
his conviction on a charge of riot. 
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APPENDIX 

NATIONAL RENAISSANCE PARTY 

Subsequent to July l6, 1964, all activities of 
the NRP appeared to have been suspended. As of September 29, 
1964, James H* Madole was free on bail pending an appeal 
on his conviction and sentencing on July l6, 1964. This 
source advised that the NRP would not be reactivated by 
Madole who feared that such reactivation might Jeopardize 
his appeal. 

On May l8, 1965^ Detective Robert Moller, Bureau 
of Special Services, New York City Police Department, advised 
that on May 15, 1965, he had been informed by James H. 
Madole that his appeal would be heard sometime in early 
September, 1965* Madole further stated future activities 
of the NRP would depend on the outcome of that appeal. 
Should he win his appeal, Madole stated there could be 
an expected Increase in NRP activities. Should he lose, 
there will not be any activity since he will be sent to jail. 
Madole stated there will be no real NRP activity until 
the status of his appeal is determined in September^, 1965.

An ADL spokesman stated that it was putrage,6us that a public 
school building should be misused for the purposes of a hate- 
toongering outfit such as the NRP> Since the NRP is neither a 
political organization nor serves any worthwhile civic or 
social function, it has no valid claim to use the tax supported 
public school to disseminate its poison. 

According to the above article, one school official 
explained that the board had no choice but to grant the re- .• 
quest of the NRP because of an opinion by Corporation Counsel 
J, LEE RANKIN that it had to do so. 
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"The New York Times >*' a New York City daily newspaper, 
dated February 25^ 1966, Page 27, contained an article cap- 
tioned "City School Opea^afi to Neo-Nazi Party." This article 
stated that the Board of Education has given the NRP per- 
mission to meet on March I8, 1966, at the Bobert P. Wagner 
Junior High School, 220 East 76th Street, New York, New York/ 
The "Board agreed, after being told by the Corporation Coxmsdl 
last week that it could not legally refuse the Party to use 
school facilities during after- school hours while granting 
this privilege to other organizations. School authorities 
had turned down the party's original request la^t August, 1965^ 
asserting that the meeting "migjit tend to cause dissension or 
provoke tiidjbsorder." . 

On March 11, 1966, there was a meeting of the "West 
Side Community Club of the Jewish Cultural Clubs and Societies," 
which was held at the Hotel Beacon in New York City. At this 
meeting it was announced that MajcrJOHN LINDSSY of New York City 
had given the NEP permission to use a school, inasmuch as the 
NRP was a political party. An unidentified individual in the 
audience stated he had protested this decision and went to the 
Mayor's office where he was again told that the NRP is a 
political party. This individual . then urged those in attendance 
to write to Senator ROBERT P. KENNEDY in protest.

At the abpve meeting, JAMES MADOUB was the main 
speaker • His speech was anti-Jewish and anti-:Negro and he 
stated the white Christians are being deprived of theSr rights, 
while at the saine time the Government adopts programs ^ich 
favor organized JewLS^li and Negroes, During his speech MADOLE 
also condemned President LYNDON B. JOHNSON and Secretary of 
Defense MC NAMABA for their alleged failure to send proper 
and sufficient equipment to American soldiers in yiet Nam. 

ROBEBT BUESOS was the siecond NRP speaker. He spoke 
regarding his legislative program in Orarige Coxinty, New York, 
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where he intends to be a candidate for the New York State 
Assembly • According to BURROS^ , this legislation would pro- 
hibit the busing of white children and provide the death 
penalty for narcotics pushers. 

A Mr* PABKEai^ an NRP sympathizer from Boston^ / 
Massachusetts, was also a speaker. He stated the American 
troops in Viet Nam are not receiving the proper . equipment 
in order to carry on the war. He advocated that a nuclear 
bomb -be dropped on Hanoi* 

Approximatefly 1/3 of the* audience opposed the views 
of the speakers, and heckled them during the speeches.

V. PUBLICATIONS A!1D LITERATURE 

Beginning in January, 1965> the New York Office 
of the Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI) had been in 
receipt of a large volume of mail which came direct from 
individuals as well as by referral from the United States 
Post Office, In all instances, these letters forwarded 
literature which had been received unsolicited and which, 
in most but no all cases, contained the return address of 
JAMES MADOLE, 10 West 90th Street, New York, New York. 

The individuals forwarding the above literature . 
e:q)ressed indignation and requested that the mailing of suph 
literature be stopped by the post office • The individuals 
who registered a complaint with the post, of f ice were advised 
that it was regretted the mails are used from time to time 
for the dissemination of matter critical of religions, 
races, and political views, however, there was no 
violation involved under current postal laws, particularly 
when sent under cover of envelopes with nothing derogatory 
appearing on the outside thereof. 

The above letters were all postmarked in New 
York City, and were mailed to various sections of ttie country 
to college students, educators, business executives and 
politicians. The literature enclosed in these letters is 
described below: / 
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1. A seven page pamphlet captioned "Who is 

the Heal Enemy?", which is self -identified as, a publication 
of the NRP* According to this pamphlet, the Jews strive for 
complete control of the press, radio, motion picture and 
television industries so that they can bring about complete 
enslavement of the white race/ The peuaphlet states that 
if "white gentiles are to save themselves from being herded 
to the slaughter like docile sheep, the time is long overdue 
to organize against our real enemy." The pamphlet goes on 
to state that if we do not recognize the Jew as our enemy 
"our race of people will disappear from the earth." 

2. A one page leaf let captioned "Youth 
Movements," which is self -identified as a publication of 
the NRP, This leaflet states that all youth movements 
calling for the mixing of Negro and white children 
which are established by Jewish, Christian, political and 
labor organizations, are for the puiTpose of destroying 
"the civilized world for Communism by mating your ifftiite 
innocent with the loathsome Negro." 

3. A two-page leaflet captioned, "Christian 
Preachers and Communist Agents Oppose the Repeal of the 
Rumford Act," which is self-described as a publication of the 
NRP. This leaflet deals with the Rumf ord Act, vftiich outlaws 
discrimination in the sale or rental of houses and apartments 
in the State of California. This leaf let states that to 
claim that racial differences are not at issue in this repeal 
contest is a transparent pretense. The Rumford Act makes 
block busting easy for undesirable types and once they 

gain entrance, property values sharply decline. This 
leaflet further states that it is social madness to let 
loose among civilized people a rapid-breeding people mentally 
qualified for jungle life. Indiscrimination inevitably 
defaces the better human types. 

4. One page leaflet captioned, "Integration," which 
is self -identified as a publication of the National States 
Rights Party (NSRP). This leaflet contains pictures of a / 
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Mr. and Mrs* MACIHTOSH and their child as an example of 
racial intermarriage which produced a mongrel child. This 
leaflet states that "Integration, degeneration^^ mongrelization, 
call it what you will, is the deliberately forced social 
association of white people and racially inferior Negroes the 
purpose of which is racial intermarriage and the production 
of a race of simple minded, docile mulattoes who will be 
obedient to their Jewish masters. 

The NSEP is characterized in the 
appendix. 

5. A one page leaflet which is captioned, 
"Communist Party behind Race Mixing," which is self- 
identified as a publication of the Christian Youth Corps. 
This leaflet bears the slogan "Communism is Jewish." This 
leaflet states, that only the Christian young men of this 
nation csm save it from the Jew - Communist conspiracy. 
Prepare yourselves for this battle for CHRIST, when the 
CHRIST hating Jews \xnleash their Red Communist hordes 
upon US;

JEWISH CULTURAL CLUBS AND SOCIETIES .. • 

A source advised oh April 27> 195^> that ' the foiroer 
leadersy Including GEDALIA SANDLER^ Executive Secretary, of 
the Jewish People's Fraternal Order' (JPFO), Jewish nationality 
section of the International Workers Order (IWO) had ; ■ 
established a committee at 1133 Broadway^ . New. York, ^New 
York. Through this committee they were organizing cultural 
clubs and societies based on JPPO lodges which had been 
dissolved on December 15> 1953/ in the course of proceedings 
by the New York State authorities culminating in the 
liquidation of the IWO. 

A second source advised on March 15/ 196I that a 
meeting of the National Groups Commission of the Communist 
Party, United States of America, was held on March 2;. 1961, 
in New York City. GEDALIA SANDLER was among those present 
and spoke of his experiences in maintaining the Jewish 
lodges after the dissolution of the IWO, which, to avoid 
prosecution, have no national name or organization. 

SANDIER stated that these lodges "lived" as clubs 
and societies by maintaining their cultural, fraternal and 
civic activities, but which activities are less political 
than in the former lodges . New York gave leadership to the 
rest of the country since the New York lodges were the strongest 
and had the more politically developed comrades. 

These clubs and societies still maintain a medical 
plan, funeral benefits and mutual aid funds. There are 132 
clubs and societies nationally, 63 of which are located in 
New York City. 

A third source furnished information on May I8, I965 
that the clubs and societies are located at 1133 Broadway, 
Room 1429, New York, New York, under the name of the Jewish 
Program Service Committee, but are more widely known as 
the Jewish Cultural Clubs and Societies.

NATIONAL RENAISSANCE PARTY 

On May 19 J 1965^ a source stated that the 
National Renaissance Party (NRP) is an anti-Semitic ^ 
anti-Christian, anti-Negro^ and neo-Pascist organization 
with activities generally confined to the New York City 
area. It was founded in 19^9 by James H. Madole, who 
is in complete control of the Party. The Party ^s main 
function Is distribution of the "National Renaissance 
Bulletin" on a bi-monthly basis and distribution of pro- 
Arab literature obtained from official Arab . establishments 
in New York City. 

The source further stated that the headquarters 
for the NRP is located in the residence of James H. Madole 
at 10 West 90th Street, New York City. 

On March k, 1965, Robert Joseph Burros, 215 
First Street, Newburgh, Nevj York, advised that he is the 
National Secretary of the NRP and as such is second in 
command to James H. Madole, National Director. Mr. Burros 
stated that the NRP is a fascist organisation but that it 
operates openly. He stated that the MRP advocates the use 
of the ballot in order to win a national election and take 
over the government. If the NRP should gain power it would 
then proceed to change the constitution in a legal way in 
order to give it the right to use militant means in dealing 
with those who would seek to overthrow this democracy such 
as the Communist Party. 

The Un-American Activities Committee of the United 
States House of Representatives in a Preliminary Report 
dated December 1?^ 195^^ stated that NRP activity and 
propaganda are clearly subversive and un-American. 

On September 29, 1964, a second source advised 
that on July 16, 1964, James H. Madole, National Director 
of the NRP, was sentenced to two years in jail following 
his conviction on a charge of riot. 
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APPENDIX 

NATIONAL RENAISSANCE PARTY 

Subsequisnt to July 16, 1964^ all activities of 
the NRP appeared to have been suspended. As of September 29^ 
1964^ James H. Madole was free on bail pending- an appeal 
-on his conviction and sentencing on July 16^ 1964. This 
source advised that the NRP would not be reactivated by 
Madole v;ho feared that such reactivation might ■ Jeopardize 
his appeal. 

On May l8j 1965^ I 1 Bureau b7c 

of Special Services, New York City Police Department^ advised 
that on May 15/ 1965j. he had been informed by James H. 
Madole that his appeal would be heard sometime in early 
September J I965. Madole further stated future activities 
of the NRP would depend on the outcome of that appeal. 
Should he win his appeal/ Madole stated there could be 
an expected increase in NRP activities. Should he lose, 
there will not be any activity since he will be sent to Jail. 
Madole stated there will be no real NRP activity until 
the status of his appeal is dete3?mined in September, 1965*

NATIONAL STATES BIGHTS PAItTY (NSRP) 

On November 26> 1957/ a source advised that the 
United White Party (UWP) was organized at a convention held 
in Knoxville^ Tennessee^ on November 10, 1957. An article 
in the November 26, 1957> issue of the "Greenville Piedmont," 
a newspaper of Greenville, South Carolina, reported "the 
recent formation of a new political party, to be known as 
the United TrJhite Party," . According to the article, the 
party was formed at a recently held meeting in Knoxville, 
Tennessee, at which many klansmen were represented. The 
UWP was reported as being: opposed to all ''race mixing 
organizations and individuals. " 

The July, 1958, issued of "The Thunderbolt," self- 
described as the "off icial Habial Nationalist Organ of the 
National States Hights Party" (NSEP), reported that rank 
and file "States Rigjaters" had merged with the UWP under 
"the banner of the National States Bights Party, " with 
national offices at Post Office Box 2bl, Jeffersonville, 
Indiana. 

In November, I958, a source advised that the 
NSBP is composed of past members of Klan-type organizations 
and notorious anti-Semites. 

Issue No. 19, dated J\me, i960, of "The Thxmderbolt " 
announced the address of the headquarters of the NSBP had 
been changed from Jeffersonville, Indiana, to Post Office 
Box 783, Birmingham, Alabama* 

Issue No. 69, dated July, 1965, of "The Thunderbolt" 
announced the address -of the new headquarters of the NSRP 
as Post Office Box l84, Augusta, Georgia. 

On August 4, 1965, a source advised that EDWAItDIl* 
FIELDS, the Information Director of the NSBP and Editor of ■ 
"The Thunderbolt," is the individual i/flio actually controls 
the NSBP.

The source further stated that the headquarters 
for the NRP is located in the residence of James H. Madole 
at 10 West 90th Street, New York City. 

On March 4, 1965^ Robert Joseph Burros, 215 
First Street, Newburgh, New York, advised that he is the 
National Secretary of the NRP and as such is second in 
command to James H. Madole, National Director. Mr. Burros 
stated that the NRP is a fascist organization but that it 
operates openly. He stated that the NRP advocates the use 
of the ballot in order to win a national election and take 
over the government.

A source of information in New York City^ who has 
furnished reliable information in the past, advised on March 8, 
1967^ that there are supposed to be giant rallies in Washington, 
D.C*5 Baltimore, Maryland and Alexandria, Virginia, this summer 
by the United White Party. 

On March 20, ig67:? a source of information in Alexandria, 
Virginia, who is associated with the White Party of America, advised 
that there are no plans by the White Party of America to participate 
in any rallies in the immediate future. He advised that he has 
never heard of the United White Party but that if he should learn 
of that organization or of any proposed giant rallies, he would 
immediately contact the Federal Bureau of Investigation. This 
same source advised that a group of about ten men from the 
National Renaissance Party of New York City visited the meeting 
of The White Party QfA^i mBTloa^ on Sunday, March 19. 1967* and

On l^y 9j 1962, a source stated that the National 
Renaissance Party (NRP) is an ant 1 -Semitic, anti- 
Christian, anti-Negro and neo-Easclst organization, with 
activities generally confined to the New York City area. 
It was founded in 19^9 by James H. IV&dole, who is in complete 
control of the Party. The Party's main function is 
distribution of the "National Renaissance Bulletin" 
on a bi-monthly basis and distribution of pro-Arab liter- 
ature obtained from official Arab eBtabllshments in New 
York City.

On September l6^ I965, Karl Rogers Allen^ Jr., 
who identified himself as the leader of the White Party 
of America (WPA)^ advised that he, along with several 
other former members of the American Nazi Party (ANP), 
formed the WPA during the early part of 1964 in order to 
advance the cause of the white man in the United States 
and eventimlly throughout the world 

This organization was officially launched on 
April 11, 196^5 when it sponsored picketing in Washington,

RH T-2 further advised that the meeting of the WPA 
was opened by Karl Allen who announced that the guest 
speaker for the meeting was James Madole^ leader of the NRP, 

Madole then took the speaker's stand and delivered 
a speech about the Negro and Jewish problems in this 
country. He explained to those in attendance that his 
NRP program will take care of this problem if he can get 
it into affective operation in the future. 

Madole charged that the Christians of America 
are being exploited by the Jews. He further charged that the 
Negroes of America have all the power they have at this 
time because of the Jews^ who control them.

Oil July 28, 1966, a source advised that the 
National Renaissance Party (NRP) was founded in 1949, by 
JAMES H. MADOLE, who continues to serve as its National

The source further stated that the NRP has its 
headquarters in the residence of JAlffiS H, MADOLE at 10 
West 90th Street, New York, Mew York» Weekly meetings 
are held at this location on Thursday evenings. 

The source described the NRP as an anti-Negro, 
anti-Semitic and neo-Fascist organization. 

This source stated on July 28, 1966, that 
JAMES H. MADOLE, as of October, 1965, distributed a printed 
"program of the NRP" , which program had as its announced 
purpose the establishment of a "Racial Nationalist State", 
According to the program, this would be accomplished by 
calling a Constitutional Convention to ratify the necessary 
amendments to the United States Constitution in order to 
carry out the NRP program for the -establishment of a 
"Racial Nationalist State"; 



This source further advised that as of July 28, 
1966, this "program of the. NRP" remains in effect and that 
the anti-Negro and anti-Semitic nature of the NRP is 
exemplified by the following excerpts from this program:

He added that the WPA is still in the formative 
stage but it will uphold the Constitution of the United States 
and will always act within the limits of the law. He noted 
that the WPA will serve as a "home for people who want to 
preserve the white race'" and cannot find a home for them- 
selves in either of the major political parties in the 
United States.

A review of Section 122^ Racial Matters in the 
Manual of Instructions pertains to investigations of Klan

The source further stated that the NRP has its 
headquarters in the residence of JAMES H. MDOLE at 10 
West 90th Street, New York, New York. Weekly meetings 
are held at this location on Thursday evenings. 

The source described the NRP as an anti-Negro, 
anti-Semitic and neo-Fascist organization. 

This source stated on July 28, 1966, that 
JAMES H. MDOLE, as of October, 1965, distributed a printed 
"program of the MRP", which program had as its announced 
purpose the establishment of a "Racial Nationalist State". 
According to the program, this would be accomplished by 
calling a Constitutional Convention to ratify the necessary

This source further advised that as of July 28, 
1966, this "program of the MRP" remains in effect and that 
the anti-Negro and anti-Semitic nature of the NRP is 
exemplified by the following excerpts from this program:

The objectives of the NRP continue to be the 
same as those set forth in the "Program of the NRP** as 
Printed and distributed in October, 1965* This program has as 
its announced purpose the establishment of a "Racial Nationalist 
$tate"* According to the program, this would be accomplished 
py calling a constitutional convention to ratify the necessary 
femendments to the United States Constitution in order to carry 
out the NRP program, which program calls for the establishment 
or a strong, centralized "Racial Nationalist State" on the 
Ndrth American Continent, 

This "Program of the NRP" contains the objectives 
of the NRP in connection with various aspects of Government, 
such as a racial program, economic program, foreign policy 
program, social program, and Governmental program. 

The anti-Negro and anti^^P'ewish nature of the NRP 
a^e exemplified by the following portions of the racial program, 
ae set forth the in "Program of the NRP;" 

!• Enact and rigidly enforce legislation to re- 
strict the benefits of American citizenship, to mentally and 
genetically sound members of the Caucasian race. 

2* Enact legislation to prohibit intermarriage 
between whites and non-whites. 

3. The Jewish race, which constitutes the motivating

The SE also 
joins in NRP picket lines. The SE uniform consists of black 
shoes or boots, black socks, gray pants, gray shirts, black tie 
with NRP emblem on a tie pin, gray cap with NRP emblem, black 
Sam Brown Belt, arm band with NRP insignia, and shoulder 
epilets with various devices to indicate rank. There is also 
a women's division in which the dress is the same, except that 
a gray shirt and stockings are worn in place of the pants and 
socks. Although these uniforms continue to be the official 
uniforms of the SE, since approximately July 1, I966, they 
have not been worn in public in conformity with Section 1H-8U-A 
of the New York State Penal Law.

Section l^-SM-A of the Penal Law of the State of 
New York, as mentioned above, prohibits any person appearing 
in any public place or in the public view attired in any 
miform similar to ihat worn by the military, semi -military, 
laval, police, storm trooper or other official or semi-official 
forces of any foreign state, nation or government, or attired 
In any distincr-ive part or parts of such a^uniform... 

As of early July, 196?, the SE for >jeeks had been 
utilizing the residence of NRP Plreator,,.

''The Times Herald Record" a newspaper of Middletown, 
New York, in its issue dated December 23, 1966, on page 10, 
columns 1 and 2, contained an article entitled *'Civil 
Liberties Union bows out of Nazi case". The article stated 
that the Newburgh, New York, city attorney denied the NRP 
the right to use sound equipment at a rally during the 
summeE of 1966, and as a result the NRP rally was called off. 
The city attorney claimed only authorized political parties 
are allowed to use sound equipment and that the i^fRP was not 
a political party* The article continued that, the New York 
Civil Liberties Union (NTGLU) which already represents the 
''Neo-Nazi NRP" in a legal dispute with the Orange County, 
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New York, Board of Supervisors, on the right to use the 
Newburgh Courthouse for a public meeting, declined to take 
up the NRP^s battle with the city of Newburgh, New York, over 
the right to meet publicly because the NYCLU claimed it did / 
not have the manpower. 

On January 11, 1967, a few NRP members set up a 
picket line in front of the American Jewish Congress (AJC) 
on East 8^th Street between 5th Avenue and Madison Avenue, 
New York City, because the AJC was holding a meeting with the 
German Consul concerning the rise of Neo-Naziism in West 
Germany c The pickets were holding signs such as "Communism 
is Jewish", and "Fight Communism, Join the NRP". The/ 
demonstration lasted from about 7 •I? p.m., to 8:30 p«m., 
with no incidents taking place.

*'The Evening News" in an article entitled ''Police 
Plan Readied for NRP Rally'% which appeared in its July 1^, 
1967 5 edition on page 2, indicated the NRP planned to hold a 
rally at the Orange County Courthouse, Newburgh, New York, on 
July 29, 1967? and that the Newburgh Chapter of the National 
Association for the Advancement of Colored People (NAACP) 
planned to counter-demonstrate because the NRP was anti -Negro 
and anti -Jewish. The article continued that Newburgh City 
Manager PAUL L. MC CAULEY stated preliminary plans for police 
disposition at the rally have been completed and that city and 
state police as well as deputies from the Orange County Sheriff's 
Office would be on hand to m^tain order. 

The "Times Herald Record" in its edition of July 12, 
1967? on page 8 contained an article "Newburgh NAACP Maps Protest 
of ^ly 29 rally by neo-Nazi NRP". This article related that the 
acting president of the Newburgh Chapter of the NAACP, TYRONE 
CRABB, said the protest has the endorsement of the National NAACP 
and that the local chapter will be bolstered by members from other 
areas. CRABB promised that "the National (NAACP) organization was 
ready to come into Newburgh at the drop of a hat" . The NAACP 
local chapter also claimed discrimination against Negroes employed 
at the United States Military Academy at West Point, and 
strengthened its stand against Broadway merchants in Newburgh, 
New York, who do not hire non-white personnel. The NAACP took 
issue with the city^s Human Relations Committee. A member of the 
NAACP and the City Human Relations Commission, suggested that the 
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NAACF place rebuttal speakers on the platform with the NRP. 
In addition, CRABB accused Wgst Point of discriminatory practices . 
in hiring civilian personnel and the assignment of military staff 
and charged that the West Point Band "sho wplace of the country** 

contained no Negro members • He stated Wes't Point could not 
claim there were no qualified Negro applicants because music is 
one of the Negroe's attributes.. The group pledged to put pressure 
on ''the uptown stores*' to hire Negroes and CilABB said that 
''Outside of a few,,, the stores are all lily white.*' He stated 
he wanted action and if it means throwing up picket lines and "tying" 
up banks, he wanted to see it.

VI. NRP WINS COURT CASE 



"The Evening News", a local newspaper of Newburgh, 
New York, in its issue of June 16, 1967, on page 1-A, contained 
an article entitled "Appeals Court Grants Use of Courthouse 
to NRP", which related that the New York State Court of 
Appeals granted the NRP permission to use the Newburgh, New 
York, courthouse. A decision of an appeal to the. United 
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States Supreme Court was made Inasmuch as the permission 
to use the Courthouse was resting with the Orange 
County Board of Supervisors. County Attorney THOMAS A. HADAWAY 
stated he would discuss the decision with the Board's 
Building Cotimittee so the committee would recommend a course 
of action on which the full board would act. JAMES MADOLS, 
National Director of the NRP in New York City, stated he would 
await word on the county's decision on appeal before applying 
for use of the courthouse. The appeal would hold everything 
in abeyance until a decision was reached, 

The ^^Times Herald Record", a local newspaper of 
MiddletowHv New York, in its issue dated July 6, 196?, on v^^'^- 
5, contained an article entitled "Orange Committee Ignores 
Appeal Avenue in NRP Case", which related that Orange County 
would not try to halt a scheduled NRP rally at the Newburgh, 
New York, courthouse. The article related that the board of 
supervisors' influential buildings and insurance committee 
decided to submit to a court order directing the county to 
let the NRP use the courthouse and County Attorney THOMAS R. 
HADAWAY declined to recommend that the board take its only 
remaining out, an appeal of a State Court of Appeals decision 
on which the court order was based. The article related 
that after a two-year battle, and in three courts, the NRP 
finally won its case.

1967, at 
Alexandria, Virginia, JA14ES MADOLE, leader of the NRP gave a 
speech. He spoke about the Negro and Jewish problems in the 
United States, stating that the Christians of America, are 
being exploited by the Jews. He stated the Negroes of America 
gained their power through the Jews who control them. He stated 
the Wall Street Jews do not want to end the war in Vietnam because 
they will lose billions of dollars. He added that the gentiles 
make-up almost the entire army force in Vietnam because the 
Jews of draft age, have obtained college <^deferments. He stated 
President JOHNSON does not want to end the war in Vietnam in 
order to keep the Jews happy. He said the Jews are trying to 
take over the country with the Negroes as "lackeys'* under their 
control, fie added that the Jews in 1913, started to ta^e over 
the government by the institution of the Federal Reserve Act 
whereby they could have greater control of the country's money even 
though Congress should have ttis control. He stated the white 
people of America are to be blamed because this country is being 
destroyed right under the no,ses of the white Christians.

NATIONAL RENAISSANCE PARTY (NRP) 

On July 28, 1966, a source advised that the 
National Renaissance Party (NRP) was founded in 1949, by 
JAMES H, MADOLE, who continues to serve as its National 
Director and is in complete control of the NRP. 

The source further stated that the NRP has its 
headquarters in the residence of JAMES H. MADOLE at 10 
West 90th Street, New York, New York. Weekly meetings 
are held at this location on Thursday evenings. 

The source described the NRP as an anti-Negro, 
anti-Semitic and neo-Fascist organization. 

This source stated on July 28, 1966, that 
JAMES H. MADOLE, as of October, 1965, distributed a printed 
"p3:'ogram of the NRP" , which program had as its announced 
purpose the establishment of a "Racial Nationalist State". 
According to the program, this would be accomplished by 
calling a Constitutional Convention to ratify the necessary 
amendments to the United States Constitution in order to 
carry out the nrp program for the- establishment Of a 
"Racial Mationalist State", 



This source further advised that as of July 28, 
1966, this "program of the NRP" remains in effect and that 
the anti-Negro and anti-Semitic nature of the NRP is 
exemplified by the following excerpts from this program: 

1. Enact and rigidly enforce legislation 
to restrict the benefits of American 
citizenship to mentally and genetically 
sound members of the Caucasian race. 

2. Enact legislation to prohibit intermarriage 
between white and non-whites.

It was Initially the aim of the WPA to sponsor 
picketings and demonstrations where it was believed such 
would be of value and to publicize its program through 
pamphlets and similar media. The WPA has been inactive due 
to a lack of funds and its only publications to date have 
been the April and May, 196^, issues of its official 
publications, "The White Letter/' 

Ke added that the WPA is still in the formative 
stage but it will uphold the Constitution of the United States 
and will always act within the limits of the law. He noted 
that the WPA will serve as a "home for people who want to 
preserve the white race*' and cannot find a home for them- 
selves in either of the major political parties in the 
United States.
